Mr. Doolen and Mr. Peter 
thought tbet Mitchell might have avoided 
giving the koike thrust it he had turned 
and ran off when XVnaer stooped over to 
pick up a piece of iron with which he 
had attempted to do mortal injury to the 
defendant.

dict of acquittal.

—Waffles—One and a hall pint* of 


inilk, four eggs, half a cup of melted 
butter, one quart of flour, four heaping 
teaspoonfuls of baking powder. Mix 
thoroughly the floor, baking powder 
and teaspoonrul of salt, then add the 
eggs well beaten, milk and batter. 
Bake in waffle irons.—Boston Budget 


—Cherry Padding.—Half-cupful sour 


cream, one cupful sugar, two eggs, 
half-teaspoonfal soda, IX cupf ulfl flour, 
one cupful stoned cherries, dredged 
with part of the flour. Bake In a cake- 
tin and serve hot with sirup flavored 
with cherry juice. Any small fruit 
that the housekeeper's closet affords 
may be substituted. Dried peaches (or 
apricots) previously soaked, may bo 
used in winter.—Country Gentleman. 


—Hot Biscuit—One quart of flour, 


three teaspoonfuls of baking powder, 
one teaspoonfnlof salt, one tablespoon- 
fnl of white sugar. Sift and mix thor- 
oughly; work in one tablespoonf ul of 
Jard or butter, and make into a smooth 
dough,with a pint of milk; roll to the 
thickness of an inch, cut with biscuit- 
cutter, and bake in a quick oven. I£ 
milk is not at hand, use a little mor? 
butter and substitute water —Farm 
and Fireside 


—Hot Molasses Cake.—This is good 


winter or summer. It makes a t.plen- 
did lunch or supper dish accompanied 
with hot chocolate. Put one cup of 
molasses over the fire and when hot 
melt in it a cup of hnlf lard and half 
butter; turn into the mixing bowl, add 
another cup "of molasses and one of 
sugar, one of hot water with a tea- 
spoonful of baking soda dissolved in it, 
one teaspoonful of mixed cloves and 
allspice, two of ginger and one of cin- 
namon, a little salt, and flour to make 
a batter softer than is usual for cake. 
Begin with four cupfuls and add more 
if necessary.—American Agriculturist. 


—Sour Milk Griddle Cakes.—Use one 


quart of sour or buttermilk, one quart 
of flour, a half cup of butter and a 
heaping teaspoonful of soda. Sift the 
soda through the flour twice, rub the 
butter through it, add the milk to 
make the batter and a level teaspoon- 
ful of salt. Beat thoroughly. The milk 
must be very sour to neutralize the 
amount of soda given. If the milk is 
not very sour use less soda. Another 
way is to soak the flour in the milk 
over night; in that case adil the buttec 
melted in the morning and the soda 
dissolved in cold water —Farm, Field 
and Fireside. «—"*

—Scotch Macaroons.—Two and one- 


half pounds of sugar, one and one-half 
pounds of lard, five eggs, two ounces 
of soda, two quarts of molasses, one 
(pint of water, four pounds of _flour, 
three pounds of crumbs. Make'icing 
with eggs with the addition of a little 
cream of tartar. Make icing quite thin, 
'so as to spread easy, roll out dough, 
spread icing over it and cut in small 
strips about one and one-half inch by 
three inches; the Cakes will spread and 
icing will break on top like macaroons. 
Oven must be moderate. Should icing 
not break well, add more cream ot 
tartar. A little experimenting will 
make the prettiest cookies ever made 
—Baker's Helper. 


SOME FAMOUS LANDSLIPS. 


••Sinks" Are FnqaM* OocnrrenOei In th« 
State or Slot-Id*. 


Second only amongst the convulsion* 


to which the earth's crust is subject, to 
that terrible, cataclysm of nature, the 
earthquake itself, the landslip, al- 
though happily often but a very minor 
affair indeed, involving but the dis- 
placement of a few tons of loosened 
•oil, occasionally assumes far greater 
and more forbidding proportions, caus- 
ing, as in a recent instance within our 
own shores, deplorable destruction to 
land and property and sometimes even 
terrible loss of human life. 


The severity of these disasters is nat- 


urally greatest in the most mountain- 
ous countries, where the decay of the 
rocks or excessive saturation of the soil 
by rain loosens whole tracts of land 
and launches the overwhelming mass 
with irresistible force upon the valleys 
below. Thus, in the year 1800, the 
greater part of the Eossberg mountain, 
behind the Rigi, slipped down without 
preliminary warning, burying whole 
hamlets and villages in its fall, and I 
causing the death—as was afterward I 
ascertained—of over eight hundred in-1 
habitants. 


In 1839, at Ljrme Regis, Dorset, a 


strip of chalk cliff three-quarters of a 
mile long slid forward into the beach, 
carrying whole fields, houses and 
trees with it. Another landslide, at- 
tended %vith great loss of life, occurred 
in 1880 at Naini, in the Himalayas, 
when some thirty valuable British 
lives, including several officers, were 
lost and nearly two hundred natives 
perished. 
Again, in the following 


year, by a landslip near Canton, one 
hundred and fifty persons were killed. 


As an instance of the extraordinary 


smoothness with which these great 
masses of detached land travel, may be 
mentioned a landslip that happened 
some years ago near Lebanon, N. H. A 
number of farm hands were disturbed 
at supper by a sound as of the sudden 
discharge of firearms, followed by a 
violent jerk, aud then the whole house 
seemed to be moving. Looking put of 
the window* they could see—for it was 
a clear, starry night—the boughs of 
trees in the distance passing rapidly 
by, as if on a railway journey. 


This ivent on for 'some minutes, when 


a violent jerk threw them off their 
feet and on running out they found 
that though the farm had still the 
same trees and outbuildings about it, 
it no longer stood in the same locality, 
but had been projected bodily upon 
the lands of another owner lower down 
the valley. 
And this offers what is perhaps the 


only humorous aspect of landslips. 
Countless have been the legal actions 
brought by proprietors whose lands 
have suddenly shifted on other peo- 
ple's property, or by landlords whose 
real estate has been swamped by the 
fields of other men. 
In Florida and some other states 


what are called "sinks" are of frequent 
occurrence, whole acres of land sud- 
lenly falling in, without warning, save 
occasionally for a little crack or two. 
Chese are nsuallv to be accounted for 
>y the presence of underground eaves 
>r subterranean rivers.—Waverly Mag-

Still, he said, the legislature 


had no power to give work to the un- 


' employed except it had money to pay 
them, and except the works on which 
they should be' employed were neces- 
sary for the general good. He in- 


' sisted that the first duty of every 
citizen was obedience to the laws 
If 


the laws were not right it was the 
fault of the people of Massachusetts, 
not that of thegovernoi or the legisla- 
ture 
He said they were simply there 


to express the will of the people who 
sent them there. 


After thisSwiftand Casson, followed 


by a crowd of unemployed, went up to 
lay their petition, which was couched 
in the terms of a demand, before the 
senate and house of representatives. 


On their return from the chamber, 


Swift ascended to one of the little gal- 
leries and delivered a speech that 
sounded strangely out of place in the 
historic old hall. "We will clean out 
the state Tiouse," he cried, "if we don't 
get what we want." 


The rabble, for such it Was,'accepted 


the declaration with enthusiasm. 


Private Secretary Thomas was stand- 


ing near and at the enunciation men- 
tioned, repaired hastily to the gov- 
ernor and reported the state of affairs. 
Gov. Greenhalge grabbed his hat and 
headed for the scene of action. 


Meanwhile, "however, Swift had fin- 


ished his speech and had descended 
the stairs and stood outside the cham- 
ber door awaiting Representative Mel- 
ton, whom he desired to introduce the 
petition. The governor met him.

Melton, with earnestness. 


Meantime Chief Wade, of the dis< 


trict police had telephoned to police 
headquarters and at 8:50 o'clock fifty 
bluecoats marched up Beacon street, 
and taking the side entrance to the 
state house, made a clean swath 
through the mob, straight to Doric 
hall, where they halted, to await the 
orders of Chief Wade.

Return of the Detroit Prom Her 


Southern Cruise. 


The Inaurrectten Apparently on ~It 


Last Legs-The Church Leaden 


Tired of Furnishing 
the 


Sinews of War.

Rio DE JANEIRO, Feb. 21.—The United 


States cruiser Detroit, which has been 
cruising' south, has veturned to Elode 
Janeiro. 


The frovernment is in peaceable pos- 


session of all southern points except 
Desterro. where Admiral de Mcllo has 
appointed a president and two minis- 
ters. 


The Detroit was unable to find Ad- 
miral de Mello. At each port she 
visited the officers were informed that 
he had just left. 


Admiral da Gama, who is in com- 


mand of the insurgent forces here, has 
told the representative of the United 
Press that he lias countermanded the 
orders he had placed for supplies in 
United States, for the reason that the 
war will be at an end before the order 
could be filled and delivered. 


The church leaders who have con- 
tracted with the insurgents, should 
they triumph, for the restoration of the 
church privileges that were abolished 
upon the establishment of the repub- 
lic, and who have supplied the insur- 
gent leaders with large sums of gold, 
have notified Admiral da Gama that 
the supply of money furnished by 
them will cease unless decisive prog- 
ress is made soon. 


Admiral da Gama, who was wounded 


in the neck and left arm during the 
recent attack on Armacao, expects that 
it will be necessary for his arm to bo 
amputated. 
His general health is 


good, and he will probably survive the 
operation. 


He promises to push the fighting, 


but he plainly is unable to do so. He 
seeks an honorable mode to escape 
from the consequences of the insurrec- 
tion, but it is probable that he will not 
be able to find one. Even some of the 
younger officers among the insurgents, 
who have hitherto refused to listen to 
anything but warlike proposals, are 
now anxious for the struggle to be 
brought to an end. 


The insurgent war ships Aquidaban 


and Liberdade were under steam Sun- 
day night, their commanders thinking 
that the dynamite cruiser Nietlieroy, 
which left recently for the south, 
would return. 


The insurgents deny that there has 


been any revolt among the sailors on 
Engenho island. They say that the 
firing that gave rise to the report 
jrew out of an attack upon the island 
by government troops.

PATHS, Feb. 21.—The bomb in the 


hotel fine de Faubourg St. Martin 
was discovered through a letter re- 
ceived by Police Commissioner Dresch. 
TheJetter was signed "Etienne Ka- 
bardy," and announced 
that the 


writer was about to commit suicide at 
the hotel referred to. 


The police commissary went to the 


place, expecting that he would find the 
body of a dead man. When he opened 
the door of the room to which he was 
directed he found instead a bomb. 
The whole thing, it is thought, was a 
plot to kill M. Dresch, but the trap 
failed to work, the bomb not explod- 
ing. M. Dresch is the officer who ar- 
rested Bavaschol. 


M. Belonlo, the police commissiary 


in the Sorbonfle district, in which the 
hotel in Rue St. Jacques is located, 
also received a letter signed "Etienne 
Babardy," similar to the one received 
by M. Dresch, but he did not go to the 
hotel until after the explosion oc- 
curred. 


M. Girard, the chief of the municipal 


laboratory, made a proposal yesterday 
afternoon that the bomb found by M. 
Dresch be exploded by electricity in 
the place where it was found, so that 
he might study the effects of the ex- 
plosion. 
All the residents of the 


house left immediately, fearing that 
the experiment might be carried out 
while they were in it. 


M. Lepine, the prefect of police, de- 


clined to assent to the proposal until 
he consulted with M. Eaynal, minister 
of the interior. 


M. Raynal referred the proposal to 


the cabinet, and a council was hold at 
the Elysee palace to consider the mat- 
ter. The result was that M. Girard 
was authorized to carry out the experi- 
ment by placing* dynamite cartdridge 
on 
each 
side 
of 
the 
bomb 


and exploding them by means of an 
electric battery. 
When everything 


was ready every window of the sur- 
rounding houses was packed with spec- 
tators. The police having driven the 
people out of the street in the imme- 
diate vicinity, Prefect Lepine grave th» 
order to turn on the current, and 
there was a sudden detonation like 
the explosion of a cannon. The 
room was found completely wrecked 
and filled with the odor of picric acid. 
Projectiles, hobnails and bits of line 
were scattered «ll over. M. Girard 
s»ye that the tx>mb was evidently 
splendidly made

In many places farm land 
values are rated too high, that is, thf y 
represent a capital gallon ont of propor- 
tion to their producing ability and unless 
a full crop of metals and livestock are 
produced every year tbe percentage of 
profit on the money invented is very 
email. It baa one good feature in its 
favor, however, it is sate. With average 
cattle at 14, hogs $4.60, sheep |8 25, corn 
25 cents, wheat 40 oentp, there is not 
much in it to swell the farmer's back 
account, especially when crops an not op 
to th»ir Tall nuunnre.

the stMlsUoron tne subject and flods 
this to be tbe result ot the oampiign to 
pr- vent smallpox. 
They have not the 


means of obtaining exactly the percent 
age of vaccination among adult*, bnt it 
is estimated that 00 per cent of the grown 
people are proof against tne malady. 


It bas been a campaign ot education 


and tbe result baa been that th* public 
baa seen tne necessity ot vaccination and 
the state board baa not, ta any oaas, ex- 
erted the fall amount ot its authority in 
compelling the application ot the virus. 
Io this city thets is especially little op- 
position to the reqniiementeot the health 
officers. 
Although no children are ad< 


mittodtotbe public schools who bars 
not been vaccinated, tbe attendance has 
not in the least decreased. 


Tbe edict requiring the rigid enforce- 


ment ot the, law providing that children 
m st be vaccinated before they are ad- 
mitted to tbe public eohools, bas created 
no excitement whatever. The reason ia 
that for a great many ytara the city 
board of education bas punned the pol- 
icy of requiring that children must be 
vaccinated before entering tbe city 
schools, and this bas come to be accept* d 


a matter of course. Now and then 


some complaint is made that people are 
unable to pay for vaccination; bnt this 
is met by a provision of tbe school board 
that in all snob oases Ihe cost of vaccina 
tion been done in this city as this year 
and so far as known there has not been 
a single complaint ot evil results from 
impure vaccine virus or other causes. 
In eooje ot tbe rnral pieoiDOta come re- 
sistance bas been made, and is being 
made, to the enforcement of tbe vaccina- 
tion law. It is resisted prioipally on tbe 
grounds that parents do not wish to.have 
their children vaccinated in midwinter, 
and especially when there is no smallpox 
in the vicinity.
